ductive qualities. believed that careful mating the 
Guernsey could developed into breed that would com- 
bine these two essential qualities. Among his early pur- 
chases were animals then considered fine individuality 
but not good enough satisfy his ideals, although great 
dairy prepotency. the material produce great 
dairy cows hand, the next step was improve the con- 
formation. The result obtained Langwater few gen- 
erations,—at one farm that breeding for conformation and 
production, valuable object lesson all stock breeders.

The people New England 
and Springfield particularly are congratulated upon 
the masterly manner its execution. 

Bringing the National New England means great deal 
the dairy and agricultural interests the East, and the 
manner which was received gratifying. With total 
attendance two hundred and ninety seven thousand, made 
largely farmers, has reached greater number the 
very people should reach, than ever before. Never was 
much interest shown around the judging rings, and never 
have there been many truly high class the 
different classes. 

room one corner the Coliseum the Government 
demonstration herd was maintained, and illustrated very 
clearly the need milk scales and the Babcock test for de- 
termining the value individual cows the 
the cows exhibit had been tested cow testing associa- 
tron and from the actual yearly records hung over them, 
valuable lessons could gained the great numbers 
interested visitors. Men well-known the field dairy 
husbandry gave interesting talks each day during the week. 
Two milk houses and model dairy barn showing actual 
construction and costs were also exhibition. 


The Agricultural Colleges cooperated exhibiting dairy 
feed, both grains another the four 
demonstration rooms the Domestic Science department 
gave lectures and demonstrated approved methods pre- 
paring food for human consumption, and received good 
deal well deserved attention. 

The four leading dairy breed associations maintained 
very attractive booths for the comfort and convenience 
breeders and those inquiring about the merits their re- 
spective breeds. More interest was shown the Guernsey 
booth than ever before. very large number new sub- 


scriptions and renewals the JoURNAL were secured, and 
number herd books and other supplies were ordered 
breeders; while the public’s desire know about Guernseys 
was well nigh insatiable. 

The 75,000 square feet floor space Machinery Hall 
was with exhibits dairy machinery the latest 
design, mechanical milkers work life-size paper cows, 
large complete modern milk plants, commercial feeds 
and cream separators; with dairy paper headquarters and 
many other things interest the throngs that passed through 
the building. This building also contained splendid butter 
and cheese exhibits. 

The automobile show and fram machinery exhibits, 
tents outside, received their share attention. Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, Vermont and New Hampshire had 
state exhibits displaying the possibilities their respective 
states well that western man could learn great deal 
about the agricultural possibilities the East. The Massa- 
chusetts exhibit was housed permanent building; the 
others were tents. feature the Vermont tent was 
exhibit maple sugar and the sale the public pure 
maple sugar and maple cream. 

splendid feature this year’s show was the exhibit 
boys’ and girls’ work. Large numbers children between 
the ages ten and eighteen years were attracted the show 
the exhibit their work, and naturally profited many 
ways from the other exhibits.

Dr. Mixter and his wife welcomed the guests, and with the 
efforts his able superintendent, Clark, everything 
was done give the visitors opportunity see the farm 
and the large herd. connection with this, our pictures 


give some idea the excellent manner which the cattle 
were shown. 


the middle field near the large barn were kept fifty 
daughters Langwater Demonstrator and fifty daughters 
Yeoman’s King the May. another portion the 
field were splendid showing young animals, and still 
another portion group the mature cows. two adjoin- 
ing fields were turned the cattle from the two large barns. 


was announced the visitors that three hundred and 
forty-five Guernseys would shown. With the exception 
three females and three the herd bulls, all these were 
born and raised the farm.

The Mixter Farm and about the village Hardwick, 
Worcester County, Mass., and consists 2000 acres 
able, pasture and timbered land. The hills and valleys have 
been developed into exceptionally fertile farm, and pro- 
duce enough hay and silage feed all the stock, and sur- 
plus from 100 tons hay sold annually. 


The farm buildings, forty-five number, are four di- 
visions. The Mixter division consists the old Mixter 
mansion, horse barns and out buildings. The 
contains the younger milking cows, 120 number, which 
include the thirty head now being tested for the Advanced 
Register. The Meadow division comprises the Creamery,

This milk tests 5.2 per cent butter fat, per cent 
solids, and the bacteria count seldom exceeds 5000 per 
The Mixter cream averages 58-60 per cent butter 
heavy dairy cream ordinarily sells for $1.00 and contains 
per cent butter fat. preservative 
used the cream remains sweet for two three weeks kept 
cold and unopened. Every care and precaution employed 
secure clean, high grade and safe product. Both milk 
and cream are cooled, bottled and sealed the farm im- 
mediately after milking, and are delivered the customer 
twelve twenty-four hours earlier than milk from most 
farms. Delivery their own trucks.

The Mixter Farm herd 300 registered Guernsey females 
was started about eighteen years ago the late George 
Mixter. Since his death 1910 the farm has been carried 
his brother, Dr. Mixter Boston. The females 
the herd have all been raised the farm and date over 
1600 pure bred Guernseys have been bred the place. The 
whole herd has been tuberculin tested least once year, 
and for more than six years not single case suspected 
tuberculosis has been found. 

The present herd sires, Langwater Demonstrator 16451, 
Yeoman’s King the May 17053, Dean the May 21815, 
and Mixter Demonstrator 27481, are May Rose breeding 
and have daughters with exceptionally high records. 

About five years ago The Mixter Farm commenced testing 
for the Advanced Register. that time the private herd 
record was held the cow, Grassland 18803, who was sired 
Neponset 5516. Grassland led the herd milk produc- 
tion with 8000 pounds year. She was tested year 
later with resulting Advanced Register record 10431 
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pounds milk and 542 pounds fat the age twelve 
years. Today daughter this cow, Thirty Thousand Six 
Hundred Fifty 30650, has just completed her second year’s 
work test with over 16128 pounds milk and 860 pounds 
fat her credit. Thirty Thousand Six Hundred Fifty 
30650 was sired Miss Elsie’s Lord Hardwick 11311 who 
has seven Advanced Register daughters each whom has 
made creditable showing. three year old son Thirty 
Thousand Six Hundred Fifty 30650 Langwater Demon- 
strator 16451 being used one the Junior herd bulls and 
has been bred number excellent daughters Dean 
the May 21815, young bull whose seven dams have Ad- 
vanced Register records averaging above 12982 pounds 
milk and 606 pounds fat. 

the present time the Mixter Farm has entered over 
thirty females who have given over 10,000 pounds milk, 
and over thirty females who have given over 500 pounds 
fat year. 

Due the large size the herd (325 females all raised 
the farm were their dams, granddams and great grand- 
dams) has been impossible retest many the animals, 
but the present plan test every female the herd and 
make many retests possible.
